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Coaching Comments

HAVE some pity for Vince Balzan, presi- 
dent of the NSW Coaches’ Federation. 
Poor old Vince has recently returned from a 
soccer tournament held on a Pacific Ocean 
backwater teaming with natives, sharks, man- 
eating insects and scorching sun. 
This nondescript speck on the ocean was called 
Hawaii! 
Hope he had a lousy time!!! (Only joking 
mate). 
And while Vince was sunning himself we have 
had to put up with more rain — that is a four- 
letter word all in soccer find disgusting. 
No wonder so many of our youngsters have 
turned to sports unaffected by the big wet. 

It has meant cancelled fixtures and for some, 
cancelled training sessions. 

However, not everyone has cancelled their 
training. 

Quite by accident I encountered a coach L 
know out on an eight kilometer road run with his 
team of under elevens! 

He explained that his club’s ground had been 
closed and so he opted for a road run 

He must have been trying to kill the lads! 

They are much too young for such strenuous 
work, 

Every fitness expert agrees thats physical condi- 
tioning work of a serious nature should not oceur 
until the player has reached puberty to avoid the 
risk of long-term damage. 

He would have achieved much more for his 
players by working with them on their close skills 
in the club’s car park. 

In fact, coaches of all young teams would do 
well to acquaint themselves with the Wiel Coer- 
ver method of coaching. 

Excerpts of this method are shown every wee| 
on John Warren's “Captain Socceroo”’ (SBS. 
4.30 Tuesdays). 

There are two books available on this subject 
and the videos should soon be available through 
SBS. 

It is possible to use this method in a very small 
area such as a small section of a car park, a 
netball court or an area beside the pitch. 

Once coaches have gained a basic understand- 
ing of the movements involved they can literally 
keep their charges amused for hours with chal- 
lenging and useful work. 

This Dutch master coach believes that enor- 
mous confidence and ball skill can be developed 
through the use of his method with the added 
bonus that the children enjoy the work. 

The work asks the players to make an enor- 
mous number of ball contacts in a very short 
space of time and it therefore has a fitness benefit 
as well. 

It sure beats the pants off road runs for eleven 
years olds!

WHEN it comes to 
playing strength 
amongst sports in 
Australia, soccer can 
hold its head high. 

Particularly when the 
gauge relates to field 
games, where soccer's 
numbers of 349,000 are 
headed only by cricket 
on 574,000, with Aus- 
tralian rules trailing 
with 329,000. 

The latest available 
figures on sports par- 
ticipation tell only part 
of the story, as soccer is 
well behind cricket and 
Australian rules when it 
comes to paid spectator 
match attendances, and 
the same applies for the 
less played orugby 
league. 

Soccer playing num- 
bers are greatest in 
NSW and Queensland. 

Were other states to 
push ahead, using the 
ideas that the National 
Junior Soccer Council 
should be espousing 
now but have failed to 
do in the past under 
unimaginative admi- 
nistration, soccer could 
be the top-rating fields 
sport in Austral 

Assessing numbers of 
participants in Austra- 
lian sports has its pecu- 
liarities. 

When it comes to in- 
dividual or non-field re- 
creational sports, swim- 
ming can claim to have

over 2.5 million in- 
volved and tennis 1.9 
million. 

There has been an ex- 
plosion in people play- 
ing indoor games such 
as squash, table tennis, 
basketball, ten pin 
bowling, basketball and 
netball. 

This is understand- 
able, because the games 
can be played without 
weather interference 
and often in right hours. 


Actually, soccer has 
taken too long to twig to 
what is needed to over- 
come its drop in playing 
numbers compared with 
many ‘new’ sports. 

Indoor soccer (futsal) 
is only part of the 
answer. 


The main answer re- 
mains to utilise a soccer 
game as a counter to 
touch football, the non- 
contact derivative of 
rugby league. 

It should have been 
the likes of the NSW 
Amateurs who picked 
up ‘touch soccer’ as a 
spring and summer 
sport.

It was added to 
Steaua earnings 
abroad from tourna- 
ments but remained at 
the disposition of the 
Ceausescu clan rather 
than the football club. 

After the fall of the 
dictator, Steaua ex- 
pected to be able to 
use their earnings but 
the Ministry of Sport 
said ‘No!” 

Army Minister 
Angelescu and Chief 
of Staff Gavrila 
decided that a sub- 
stantial proportion of 
the money be paid to 
the clubs in which 
Steaua’s top players 
were discovered. 

‘Thus Sportul, Farul, 
Timisoara and Craiova 
will be repaid for their 
youth work, if some- 
what belatedly. 

Whether they will 
have any further claim 
when Hagi and Com- 
pany move west re- 
mains to be seen but at 
least the Ministry of 
Sport has gone some 
towards ‘de- 
ising’ sport and 
seeing some justice for 
out of town clubs.

Uruguay may be 


the surprise-packet 


URUGUAY are the wonder of the soccer world. With a population of barely three million 
they have frequently been among the leading teams in the world, winning the World Cup 
twice (in 1930 and 1950) apart from a third and a fourth place. 


In fact, many people 
credit this small country 
with being the instigator 
of World Cup in the first 
place. 

When the South 
Americans won the 
Olympic Games soccer 
tournaments in 1924 
and 1928 in Paris and 
Amsterdam respectively 
— which then counted 
as the only world 
championship — their 
marvellous play drew 
more crowds than other 
sports. 

This made soccer offi- 
cials think tHat instead 
of financing the Olym- 
pic Games with their 
drawing power they 
could hold their own 
championship and the 
idea of the World Cup 
was born. 

Uruguay won the first 
World Cup. fittingly 
played in their own 
country in 1930 and also 
the second in which théy 
participated in Brazil in 
1950. 

They were third in the 
next one in 1954 and 
took fourth place in 
1970. 

That was the golden 
era of Uruguayan 
soccer 

The country had two 
big ctubs-—-Penarol. and 
Nacional — who took 
turns at winning the 
championship and most 
of the national team 
players came from these 
clubs which made selec- 
tion and teamwork 
somewhat easier. 

Uruguay's golden 
soccer era continues — 
but not at home 

The country has be- 
come perhaps the big- 
gest exporter of players, 
certainly if one takes 
into account their small 
population 

This made it difficult 
for Uruguay to put out a 
strong national team 
regularly and they even 
found it difficult to 
bring home all their best 
players in good time for 
important tournaments 
because of the expense 
involved 


A feature of their 
play was still their 
tremendous fighting 
spirit which resulted in 
frequent fighting, but 
often the skill and the 
right blend of technique 
was missing. 


Uruguay failed to 
reach the finals in 1978 
and 1982 and in Mexico 
(1986) they made few 
friends with their nega- 
tive and rough play, fail- 
ing to get past the 
second round. 


But when Oscar 


Washington Tabarez* 


took over as coach in 
1988, he was intent on 
changing the image of 
Uruguayan soccer be- 
cause he knew he had 
the players available 
who could play a clean- 
er and more technical 
soccer that would earn 
them not only more 
friends, but also better 
results. 


always springing up to 
invent moves and score 
goals, could be another 
if Uruguay play a more 
attacking and cleaner 
game than in 1986.
